The key to curtailing the infla- 


tion, the CED's 18-member pro- 
gram committee said, is balanc- 
ing federal spending and taxing 
"to yield a substantial budget 
surplus under conditions of high 
employment." 


It suggested a surplus of $6 


billion to $9 billion, but said the 
government should not hesitate 
to let it dwindle "if economic 
activity is really sagging" and 
money is needed to stimulate 
the economy. 


In a sweeping economic view 


through mid-1971, the commit- 
tee called for curtailment of the 
space program, sizable cuts in 
farm subsidies and deferral of 
new construction including high- 
ways. 


It recommended any money 


made available by cuts in mili- 
tary spending if the withdrawal 
from Vietnam is stepped up, be 
"devoted to alleviating the prob- 
lems of the cities, of race and of 
poverty." 


The CED is a 200-rnember 


committee of leading business- 
men and educators, most corpo- 
ration 
heads 
and university 


presidents. In spite of its impor- 
tance, CED's recommendation 
may have come too late to have 
any effect. 


President 
Nixon has asked 


Congress to extend the surtax- 
now 10 per cent— at 5 per cent 
through June, but told a news 
conference last week, "I do not 
intend to recommend the contin- 
uation of the 
surtax beyond 


June 30." 


However, as one CED source 


pointed out, Nixon pledged be- 
fore his election to let the surtax 
expire last June but was forced 
by inflation to request its exten- 
sion. 


The CED committee suggest- 


ed Congress tell the President to 
make a special re view of feder- 
al financial needs in late 1970 
and then recommend whether 
the surtax should be extended. 


Without 
being specific, the 


committee statement said long- 
term changes in the nation's tax 
system should not lock in large 
revenue losses, and found fault 
with the planned tax reform bill 
for that reason. 


"We believe that in the cur- 


rent inflationary setting the net 
impact of tax reform should not 
be such as to r--.sult in signifi- 
cant tax reduction,'1 the state- 
ment said. 


It added that proposals adopt- 


ed by the House and the Senate 
F i a a n e e Committee— before 
they were expanded on the Sen- 
ate- floor— "would involve very 
substantial net revenue losses.'1 


Rights Abuse 
Case Now 
Being Heard

Haydis Is charged with vlo« 


latlng prisoners' rights by fir* 
Ing blrdshot from a shotgun 
Into a crowd of about 125 con- 
victs at Cummins Ojt. 14, i$68. 


The prison said at the time 


that the crowd was composed 
of prisoners who were on a sit« 
down strike. 


Wayne Owen of Uttle Rock, 


attorney for Haydis, said Hay* 
dls fired once above the prison- 
ers and once at the ground, but 
that other armed men—in vio- 
lation o f Haydis' order-fired, 
too. 


Haydis had heard immates an- 


nounce a list of 10 grievances 
and then had told them to eith- 
er go to work or to move from 
a fenced area where they were 
gathered to a more spacious 
ball field, Owen said. 


The shooting began when the 


prisoners didn't move, he said. 


U.S. Atty. James R. Rhodes 


told the jury of 11 men and one 
woman that the prisoners had 
refused to obey Haydis' order 
to move to the area of the ball 
field because they were afraid 
that tear gas would be used 
against them. 


Rhodes said one of the em- 


ployes of the prison had tear 
gas. 


Haydis was at Cummins on 


leave from the California penal 
system. He was assigned to set 
up a system similar to the one 
used in California to control 
large numbers of prisoners. 


The successor to Haydis, Ce- 


cil Boren, testified that he was 
at the scene when the shooting 
took place and that Haydis' 
first shot struck the prisoners. 


However, Boren also testified 


that if he were in the position 
of having to handle a sitdown 
strike he probably would shoot 
them. 


He said a sit-down was in 


progress at Cummins when he 
came to Little Rock to testify. 


"What did you do?" he was 


asked.

said later that there was no sit- 
down. 


Boren also said that Haydis' 


second shot struck more in-

Since that incident, there has 


been no sitdown strike to com- 
pare with the one that took 
place Oct. 14, 1968, Boren said, 


Rhodes said the inmates com- 


plained of a lack of medical fa- 
cilities and inadequate medical 
treatment. 


Owen said that Haydis feared 


that the inmates, refusing to 
move on to a work area or to 
the ball field, might be the 
spark for a riot since another 
crowd of prisoners was due in 
the area at noon on that date. 
The shooting 
incident t o o k 


place before noon, 


Haydis' 
attorney said 
he 


hoped the jury would find that 
Haydis should be commended 
for his handling of the situation 
and for prevention of a riot. 


Bruce McCorley of Eureka 


Springs, an inmate in October 
1968, testified that Haydis told 
the prisoners 
to go back to 


work by the time he counted to 
10 or he would shoo'. 


McCorley 
had Interviewed 


some prisoners individually be- 
fore giving the command. 


"He had done all he could do 


short of shooting people," said 
McCorley, who was serving a 
sentence for involuntary man- 
slaughter 
in 
connection with 


the beating death of a youth 
youth while McCorley worked 
at 
the Pulaski County Penal 


Farm. 


Homer L. Goad, an inmate, 


testified that he lost vision in 
his left eye as a result of being 
shot in the incident. 


Goad testified 
that inmates 


said they were not going to 
work unless they saw action on 
theii grievances. 


Now a trusty, Goad said he 


did not entiiely agree with the 
strike, although he had been 
denied aspirin at the prison. He

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - 
State 


Revenue Commissioner Bob K. 
Scott said today auditors had 
found 
exceptions t o t a l i n g 


$2,021.23 in expense accounts 
filed by five department em- 
ployes. 


Scott said four had repaid to 


the 
department 
a total of 


$1,662.81 that the auditors said 
they owed the state. 


A fifth, former department 


chief 
investigator 
James R. 


Best, has not made restitution 
for the $358.42 the auditors say 
he owes the department, Scott 
said. 


The commissioner said Best's 


case had been referred to the 
department's legal division. 


Scott's announcement of the 


expense account exceptions cli- 
maxes an investigation conduct- 
ed after disclosure of alleged ir- 
regularities in expense claims 
by some department employes. 


After 
the disclosure, Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller ordered 
spot checks of expense accounts 
in all state agencies to deter- 
mine if irregularities were wide- 
spread. 


Scott said department audi- 


tors conducted an indepth in- 
vestigation of "six to a dozen" 


other 
revenue 
employes, but 


that the check revealed no im- 
proprieties. 


The commissioner told news- 


men that he did not think ex- 
pense violations were a "major 
abuse," as had been charged by 
state Rep. B. D. Brandon of Lit- 
tle Rock. 


"I'm not willing to character- 


ize it as nickle and dime stuff, 
but when you place it in context 
of the total expenses reim- 
bursed in the department, it is 
relatively minor," Scott said. 


The audit investigation began 


Aug. 25. 


Scott said the auditors called 


for David L. Jones, former di- 
rector of finance and purchas- 
ing, to repay $636.43; Jerome R. 
Sutterfield, a former supervisor 
in finance and purchasing, to 
pay $986.30; A. W. Nisbet, an at- 
torney, to pay $22.53, and Mrs. 
Ena Goodbar, a former clerk in 
finance and purchasing, to pay 
$17.55. 


The commissioner said each 


had repaid what the auditors 
said they owed. He said some 
of the exceptions might be at- 
tributed to lax record keeping 
by the employes. 


While disclosing the results of 


the investigation, Scott appealed 
to the legislature to raise the 
daily 
expense 
limitation on 


state employes of $10 for instate 
travel and $16 for out-of-state 
travel.

After Tuesday's decision, Cro- 


nin in Boston, said: "I wouldn't 
want to venture an opinion. We 
don't have anything to do with it 
and we haven't heard anything 
officially."

All of A Sudden, It's Impossible 
I 


n the old days, before smart 
men had reduced travel and 
communications to a sys- 


tem, 
the Sunday 
New York 


Times, which is printed on Sat« 
urday night, used to reach us 
dependably by Monday afternoon. 


Then the efficiency experts 


began to move in, and the Sun- 
day Times, which used to arrive 
on Monday, began to come de- 
pendably on Tuesday, but occa- 
sionally 
on Wednesday. En- 


couraged by their initial success, 
these experts continue to give it 
their best with the result that a 
recent Sunday Times, which is 
still published on Saturday night, 
reached us the following Friday. 


Now we do not wish to make 


too much of what is, we hope, an 
isolated and non-recurring in- 
stance. Nobody is perfect, and 
allowances must be made for 
the fact that the Sunday Times 
is quite 
a package. Still, this 


happened almost exactly as two 
men made it to the moon and 
back on a schedule so precise 
that it was measured in micro- 
seconds, and it leaves us towon- 
der: Why is it that the impossi- 
ble comes off easily and, sud- 
denly, the easy becomes impos- 
sible?-Charleston (W.Va.) Dai- 
ly Mail 


'Negative' Press 


Howard K. Smith, who should 


know better, has said regarding 
1 'affaire Agnew that American 
journalism does indeed have a 
"negative" tradition and that it 
does not tell enough about "what 
is right about the country." 


This is a familiar enough com- 


plaint, but is it true? And if it 
is true, just how true is it? 
It is true that journalism in 
America 
is essentially nega- 


tive in its mission, but this is 
true of almost everywhere ex- 
cept where there exists a govern- 
ment-controlled press guaran- 
teed to accentuate the positive 
for so long as a particular gov- 
ernment is in power. 


But is the American press 


more negative than that, say, 
of France, whose journalistic 
history has been shaped in large 
measure by its party press? 
Howard K. Smith, who is wide- 
ly traveled, should, as we say, 
know better. 


American journalism is less 


negative than it once was be- 
cause it is less of a party press 
than it once was. The country 
has no real tradition of mass 
circulation newspapers financed 
and published by political par- 
ties, as they have in France 
and to a lesser degree in Eng- 
land. 


However, 
most 
American 


newspapers started business as 
advocates of one party, faction 
or 
cause, 
and have evolved 


through the years, whatever their 
mastheads still may say, into 
essentially non-partisan organs. 


And true party organs, be it 


remembered, while they may 
contain much "positive" ma- 
terial, a great deal of it frau- 
dulent, are at their best (and 
besl read) only when they are 
flaying the sins real and ima- 
ginary of the political enemy.

We have p l a c e d an ex- 


clamation point in back of 
West's f o u r diamond bid. 
The game was duplicate and 
West was one of those play- 
ers who just have to do 
something unusual any time 
they have a chance. 


West felt that his oppon- 


ents were surely on their 
way to a slam. 
He knew 


that he could bid six spades 
and not go down more than 
five tricks at that contract, 
but West had some sort of 
defense against this potential 
slam. He expected to take 
a spade trick and perhaps 
his q u e e n of clubs would 
score also. 


His four diamond bid was 


an attempt to give South an 
incorrect count of the hand 
so that South would surely 
play East for the club queen. 


The idea was good except 


for one thing. West could 
simply have rebid his spades 
to either four or five and 
most declarers would play 
him for being short in clubs 
anyway. As a matter of fact, 
that happened at 
several 


tables where the declarer 
did play East for three clubs 
to the queen but at this table 
we are pleased to report that 
the deception bomb exploded 
in West's own face. 


After h o l d i n g the first 


trick with the king of spades 
.West, shifted...to a trurmp. 
'South'cashed two trumps arid 
continued by playing out his 
ace and king of diamonds. A 
trump to dummy and a ruff 
of a t h i r d diamond came 
next and West showed out. 


Now declarer realized that 


the d i a m o n d bid smoke 
screen could only be for the 
purpose of protecting the 
queen of clubs. He played 
the ace of clubs, continued 
with the jack, West's queen 
dropped, declarer 
covered 


with dummy's k i n g and 
made the slam.

X Ray, Sputum Exam Aids 
Lung Cancer Diagnosis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—How can lung cancer 


be d e t e c t e d before it be- 
comes advanced? 


A—U s u a 11 y the earliest 


symptom is a chronic cough, 
but it may be a nagging pain 
in the shoulder or wheezing. 
Persistence of any of these 
symptoms should p r o m p t 
your doctor to order a chest 
Xray. Microscopic examina- 
tion of the sputum for can- 
cer cells is another means 
of early diagnosis. 


Q—My husband has mito- 


sis of, the lungs. Is that,, a. 
formroLcancer? / ^,,^\ V,' 


A—Mitosis is the form of 


cell division seen in all liv- 
ing tissue. In cancer, the 
cells are abnormal and the 
process of mitosis is speeded 
up. 


Q—Can lung c a n c e r be 


caused by i n h a l i n g hair 
spray? 


A—No cancers clue to this 


cause have been reported. 
Damage to the lungs due to 
foreign matter deposits from 
inhaling hair spray has oc- 
curred in hair d r e s s e r s 
whose exposure is daily and 
prolonged but not in their 
clients. 


Q—What are some of the 


h e r e d i t a r y diseases that 
might occur if first cousins 
marry? Would mental dis- 
ease in one member of the 
family be a reason to avoid 
such a marriage? 


A—The science of genetics 


has developed rapidly in re- 
cent years through a study 
of family trees and chrom- 
osomal d e f e c t s . Over 100 
diseases are now known to 
have a hereditary f a c t o r . 
There are several types of 
mental disease. Since not all 
are hereditary, no definite 
answer can be given to your 
second question.

FOR QUALITY, NOT COST

The paint roller has made 


experts of us all and if the 
resulting paint job isn't quite 
what it should be, most of us 
assume that this is because 
we are too new at being ex- 
pert. 


Now and then we blame 


the paint and try another 
brand. Occasionally we see 
that some of the trouble is 
technique. 


As for the r o l l e r itself— 


well, one spends good money 
on a paintbrush, but not on 
a roller. Use it, wash it may- 
be, or just t h r o w it away 
when the job is done. The 
very expediency and sim- 
plicity of this gadget makes 
us overlook it. 


But there is a difference in 


rollers. Some of it is quality. 
Other differences are pur- 
posely built in by manufac- 
turers who realized that rol- 
lers—1 i k e brushes—can be 
designed differently for dif- 
ferent jobs. 


While the !.t -inch nap of 


mohair or synthetic fibers 
suits the average wall job, 
there are other types as well 
—Va-inch nap for textured 
a n d m a s o n r y s u r f a c e s ; 
nubby for texturing; %-inch 
nap for rough m a s o n r y ; 
1U-inch for link fencing and 
very rough masonry; carpet 
for stippling. 


The biggest improvement 


in rollers has been the use 
of synthetic fibers (Dacron, 
Dynel. others) in place of 
lamb's wool and m o h a i r 
(goodi and r a y o n mot so 
good) 


The synthetics work beau- 


tifully with latex paints, hold- 
ing their form, not turning 
soft and messy, w a s h i n g 
easily and remaining good 
for many, many paint jobs. 


Buying the best could save 


you money in the long run. 
Since the best will wash out 
and remain as good as new 
for the next job, one of these 
will outdistance a number of 
cheaper throw-away rollers. 


Pick the shortest nap for 


the job, since it will result 
in a smoother surface. After 
that look for quality. Spread 
the fibers apart with your 
fingers. If you can see the 
material at their base the 
fibers are too thinly set; get 
one with denser fibers. 


Cheap roller covers have 


thin cardboard cores—fine 
for paper towels but no good 
for painting. On a good roller 
cover, the core is plastic or 
plastic impregnated. 


Pick a roller with a handle 


that is comfortable. It should 
have provision for adding ex- 
tensions for painting ceilings, 
high walls and floors. 


See how easy it is to slip 


the roller cover on and off. 
Avoid the kind that requires 
loosening or r e m o v i n g a 
wing nut. A good type is one 
that consists of flexible metal 
rods that give way to allow 
the cover to be slipped on 
and off.

In rubber bridge Bud 
would have led a diamond 
and g o n e r i g h t up with 
d u m m y's ace to g u a r d 
against the possibility of a 
singleton king. This was dup- 
licate and since Bud saw 
that his three no-trump con- 
tract was a normal one, he 
f i n e s s e d dummy's queen. 
East took his singleton king 
and returned a heart. Bud 
won with the queen and West 
dropped the deuce to show 
that he had led from a five- 
card suit. 


Now Bud led a diamond to 


dummy's ace and paused for 
r e a l i g n m e n t when East 
showed out. Most other de- 
clarers just gave up and set- 
tled for down one but Bud 
decided to play on for his 
contract. 


lie led a spade back to his 


king and threw West in with 
a heart. West was so happy 
with the nice windfall that 
he c a s h e d his three good 
hearts and then led a dia- 
mond to Bud's jack. 


At this point everyone was 


down to four cards. Dummy 
held ace-small of spades and 
k i n g - s m a l l of clubs. Bud 
held a small spade and his 
original three clubs. It didn't 
matter what West held while 
poor East held a forlorn ex- 
pression. He needed to hold 
three clubs in order to stop 
that suit and two spades in 
order to stop spades. You 
can't hold three clubs and 
two spades among just four 
cards. Bud made the rest of 
the tricks and a very satis- 
factory score.
